TRAIL BECAME TOO HOT FOR THE 
| THIEF. 


He ‘Returned Pawn Tickets for Prop- 
erty, but Owner Is Not Satisfled 
and Will Endeavor to 
Capture Him. 


“Every woman her own detective,“ is the 
motto of Mrs. Cora A. Lyons of 2017 Wash 
street, who has recovered two of three 
rings stolen from her and expects to obtain 
the other ring and apprehended the thief. 

By shrewd work, unaided, she has come 
into possession of evidence, which, she says,

Mrs. Lyons placed the evidencé she had 
gathered in the possession of Chief Des- 
mond, who has instituted a search for thé 
man supposed to be guilty. 

Mrs. Lyons’ home was entered and robbed 
on the night of Dec. 27. Three rings were 
taken. One was a circlet she had worn 
since girthood. It bore on the inside her 
maiden name, Cora ‘Long. The second was 
a diamond ring, a gift from her second hus- 
band, R. A. Lyons, now dead. On the in- 


C. A. L. The third was a ring belonging to 
her brother, Clarence Long, who is living 
at her home at present. The valuables were 
stolen from the sideboard in the dining 
room. 

By a number of persons Mrs. Ly@s is 
known as Mrs. Charlton, her first husband 
having borne that name.

No other 
articles in the house had been disturbed.

That is why not only his friends but the 
governor himself demand an early caucus 
and are determined, if possible, to force 
their arbitrary tactics upon the legisla- 
tors. 


IN HASTE FOR CAUCUS, 


„I am for as early a caucus as it is 
possible to have,” said Gov. Stone today. 

Assuming that he will be elected, Gov. 
Stone cannot take his seat in the Senate 
for another year. 

It has always been customary to elect a 
senator following the day of the caucus. 
This would mean that the senatorial cau- 
cus cannot be held before Jan. 19, if this 
precedent is pursued. 

Every day that Gov. Stone's reoord is 
exposed to the sunlight of publicity is a 
handicap to his candidacy. This at least 
is the judgment of the best posted poli- 
ticlans. 

Mr. Wallace's friends assert that under 
the law, the Democratic caucus cannot be 
held until Jan. 19. 

It seems probable that a majority of the 
legislators will not favor it, or in case a 
majority is obtained, the chances appear 
likely that a number will refuse to go into 
a caucus brought about by ignoring exist- 
ing customs.

“We only discovered them just as the 
revolution collapsed and were blockading 
them in a river too small for the ship to 
ascend. 

“The government has, however, publicly 
recognized our services as having contrib- 
uted to the finale of the war.“ 


Ship Had 
Bad Engines. 

In this letter, written at Panama, Dec. 
20, Capt. Marmaduke also says: 

“We are resting here for ten days, work- 
ing on those infernal engines, which have 
been a curse ever since I first saw the Bo- 
gota at Seattle. 

“We go as soon as possible for a trip 
southward and eastward to Buena Ven- 
tura and Lomaco down by the Ecuadorian 
border. 

“When we return the period of enlist- 
ment of the American crew will have ex- 
pired and they will be honorably discharged 
and sent home. Already the services of 
three of the officers engaged in San Fran- 
cisco have terminated, and they have been 
paid off and discharged.
